THE DOOR is open is the message 
from Crewkerne and Misterton 
Baptist Church which officially re¬ 
opened its church in North Street 
with a coffee morning last Satur¬ 
day. 

They hope the makeover of the 
building which has been made 
much brighter will encourage 
some new additions to their con¬ 
gregation. 

The biggest change to the church, 
which was built in 1830 and ex¬ 
tended in 1880, has been the re¬ 
moval of all the ground floor pews 
which have been replaced by pur¬ 
ple covered chairs on a carpeted 
area, enabling a more flexible use 
of space. 

On the first floor the balcony has 
had a safety rail added and one 
area of pews removed to create a 
built in office for the Pastor, the 
Reverend Peter Woolway, to pre¬ 
pare his sermons and talk to people 
one to one. Some of the wooden 
panels were replaced by glass and 
all the dark panelling painted in 
light neutral colours to give the 
whole area a lighter appearance. 

A huge amount of insulation was 
put into the roof as part of the re¬ 
furbishment and the balcony clock 
was cleaned and now chimes on 
the hour. 

Visitors to the open morning 


were able to view historical docu¬ 
ments and photos of church life 
over the last 100 years. Comments 
on the changes were positive, with 
the congregation appreciating the 
flexibility of the new arrangement. 

As with the parish church, the 
Baptist organ has fallen into ex¬ 
pensive disrepair and has faded out 
of use in favour of an electric one 
but the decorative pipes remain 
until such time as the tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds needed can be 
found. 

Meanwhile they have started an 
appeal to raise £5,500 towards the 
new seating, amplification system 
and refurbished noticeboard. 

The Reverend Woolway said the 
temporary use of the Speedwell 
Hall for their worship had been a 
very beneficial experience and 
they were very grateful to have 
been able to use it. 

He added that many people in 
the town still didn’t seem to know 
of the existence of the church even 
though they walked past every day 
and he hoped the new area would 
allow more activities, such as con¬ 
certs, to bring more of the commu¬ 
nity in. 

A thanksgiving and re-dedication 
service for the church will be held 
on Saturday, April 3rd at 6pm, all 
are welcome.

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Community lunches on the menu at Combe

CHILDREN at Combe St Nicholas Church of 
England Primary School enjoyed a unique expe¬ 
rience as they served lunches to older members 
of their community who came in to their school 
last week. 

This was the second time the lunch had been 
offered as a free pilot scheme to test the water 
and see if over 60 residents of the village would 
like to come to the school once a month and pay 
£3 for a two-course meal with a hot drink, pro¬ 
vided by Millennium Catering and sit down with 
the children, to make them more involved with 
the school. 

The scheme was the brainchild of headteacher 
Lesley Katner, who thought it would be a good 
way to make members of the community, who do 
not have family members at the school, feel in¬ 
volved with it and perhaps come in occasionally 
to help with reading or attend events. For the first 
two sessions, which were free, they had around 
30 sitting down for lunch and some of the chil¬ 
dren served them. The future plan is to welcome 
about ten at a time to sit with some of the chil¬ 
dren to encourage cross generational conversa¬ 
tion. 

The girls helping at the second session said 
they enjoyed waiting on tables and one even said 
she thought she would like to be a waitress one 
day. 

It was a good lesson in patience for them as 
they had to wait until everyone on the table had 
finished before they cleared their plates. Then all 
the diners were given a feedback sheet so the 
school could assess whether it could become a 
regular thing. Everyone seemed to think it was a 
good idea and many left a donation to be split be¬ 
tween the school and Comic Relief.

New WATCH group formed in Chard 


CHARD Intentional Peer 
Support Group (CIPS) 
which was formed over 
three years ago has grown 
to a point where they have 
gained additional funding 
to link up with other disad¬ 
vantaged groups in the 
area. 

CIPS was formed to en¬ 
able adults suffering with 
depression and mental 
health issues to meet oth¬ 
ers in an atmosphere of so¬ 
cial interaction, to share 
their experiences and sup¬ 
port each other and reinte¬ 
grate into the community. 
The group has now formed 
WATCH, Working Alto¬ 
gether in Chard to involve 
anyone in the surrounding 
area who feels excluded, 
isolated or disadvantaged 
in any way. 

They meet every Thurs¬ 
day in Chard Young Peo¬ 
ple’s Centre in Essex 
Close, providing a social 
inclusion centre where 
people are welcomed and 
can join in activities to¬ 
gether, share their interests 
and make friends. 

WATCH aims to draw on 
the experience gained 
from CIPS to reach out 
and engage with adults 
with physical disabilities, 
the homeless, recovering 
alcoholics and substance 
abusers, lone parents, eth¬ 
nic minority groups as 
well as mental health serv¬ 


ice users. They also supply 
a base where professionals 
can help with advice on 
benefits, healthier 

lifestyles and guidance on 
a range of topics through 
talks and discussions. 

The group has started 
work on a mosaic with the 
help of Crewkerne sculp¬ 
tor Richard Langford 
which will be placed in the 
youth centre. It will repre¬ 
sent their growth and step 
into the world, with a rain¬ 
bow rising from a pair of 
hands. This was made pos¬ 
sible by the Somerset 
County Council cultural 
and creative economy unit, 
funded through the seed 
funding grant scheme. 
Funding also came from 
Neighbourhood Learning 
and Deprived Communi¬ 
ties which is administered 
by Somerset Skills and 
Learning. Their represen¬ 
tative Malcolm Tipper 
commented: “Here we 
have an essential service 
being provided entirely by 
volunteers with some sup¬ 
port from professionals, it 
is vital that funders con¬ 
tinue to support projects 
like this, so lives can be 
turned around.” 

Volunteer group coordi¬ 
nator Julie Matthews is 
pleased with the progress 
already made. She said: 
“We have come from 
being our own separate lit-

tie group to something that is more a part of the commu¬ 
nity and we want to link up with more community groups 
to create better integration and sharing of resources. It’s 
really brilliant; already we have a recovering addict, who 
really wants to get off his methadone and do training. He 
is here working on the computer with one of our older 
members who has become like a father figure to him. We 
have an art student here, giving some time too. People 
are talking and doing activities, it’s like stepping stones, 
they come and get better then they leave us. 

“We want to link in with other groups and have an of¬ 
fice space here that could be shared with someone else to 
save on costs. Also the town council are letting us do up 
some workshops at the back of the building so we can 
use them to make things. B& Q have a policy where they 
give away damaged wood and pots of paint to community 
groups so we can make things to sell like bird boxes, and 


help fund ourselves. We already have two volunteer car¬ 
penters and we need more volunteers who are prepared 
to share their community skills with the group.We need 
someone who will come regularly and cook with them so 
we can provide a dinner every week, at the moment it’s a 
bit hit and miss. 

“We have been extremely lucky with this project, to be 
so well supported by local organisations and funders, 
such as Chard Town Council, Primary Care Trust NHS, 
Somerset Skills and Learning, South Somerset Mind, 
South Somerset Voluntary and Community Action and 
Somerset Community Foundation Grass Roots Funding. 
We really hope that the new project will benefit people 
who are isolated and need a new base to make new 
friendships that are rewarding.”

Businesses risk ignoring HMRC changes at their peril 

O ver the past couple of years HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) have made some 
significant changes to the way businesses need to complete and file their records and 
annual returns. Businesses that fail to adhere to these changes are likely to face fines or 
other penalties which HMRC now have the power to enforce.

• Businesses with a turnover of more than £100,000 per annum, now have to file their 
VAT returns online and it is likely that HMRC will extend this to all VAT registered 
businesses in the future. 

• Incurring fines or penalties for submitting late or incorrect records. Some individuals 
may have already experienced this if they failed to submit their self assessment tax 
returns by 31 January this year. 

The ever-changing regulations put even more pressure on business owners and individuals, 
at a time when the economy is causing a concern for many. Furthermore, businesses who 
fail to adhere to any changes made by HMRC could find themselves at the receiving end of 
a tax investigation, which can cost a lot of time and money unless they have appropriate fees 
protection insurance. 

Now, more than ever before, it is imperative that business owners and managers pay close 
attention to the regulatory aspects involved with running their businesses. Accounts and 
payroll staff should be fully trained and aware of these changes, making sure the business 
adheres to all the changes and the relevant deadlines where appropriate. Many business 
owners and managers have already chosen to outsource this aspect of their accounts 
function and this trend is likely to continue as more and more businesses feel the pressure 
of increasing admin and the burden of more red tape.

• HOW did you become a member of 
the Guild? 

Mum had been a founder member and 
she used to go with some other ladies 
and they shared a taxi. When the others 
no longer went she asked if I would take 
her and pick her up, then she persuaded 
me to come in. I thought it was hilarious, 
Mary Botwright was leading things then 
and she is like me, formal but not overly 
so and I got hiked onto the committee 
almost straight away.

• DO you like to travel? 

Oh yes we have been all over the place, 
Australia, New Zealand, Peru and 
Canada. We went to Norway in February 
and went on one of the working ships for 
12 days so we could see the Northern 
lights. It was wonderful, they went from 
horizon to the other and were right over 
the top of the ship and they really do 
dance and slither. 

• WHAT do you like to see? 

I enjoy the historical sites like Machu Pic- 
chu in Peru that was amazing, you go 
around a corner and there it is. I just 
stood there and could have cried, it was 
so magnificent and we could actually 
touch it, something so very old. 

We saw Ayres Rock to but didn't go right 
up to it, we saw it in the sunset and flew 
around it.

We need more small individual 
shops and a clothes shop that caters for 
the mid-age range for ladies. 

The trouble is getting people to sup¬ 
port the shops and not go out of town 
especially with petrol being what it is. 

• WHAT do you like about Chard? 

On the whole the people are very 
friendly and I do think if anything hap¬ 
pened in the town, the people would all 
pull together and help each other. 

• WHAT else do you do with your 
time? 

I play skittles for the Perry Street Ladies 
League in the summer and I like to 
spend time with the grandchildren 
when I can, the eldest is 20 now and has 
just finished his apprenticeship at Gooch 
and Housego, which wasn't easy for him 
as he is dyslexic. We are so proud. 

• IF you could step into any period of 
history when would it be?

Town, Hot Time in the Old Town Tonight, Clopton 
Bridge, Sweet Marie, and La Russe. There were two less 
familiar dances just to keep the dancers on their toes - 
Fennel, a Welsh dance, and the intriguingly named But¬ 
tered Peas. 

At the next meeting of the club, at Combe St.Nicholas 
Village Hall, on Thursday March 31st, the musician and 
caller will be Brian Heaton.

FOR the last 31 years the Crewkerne Nine, or as it was 
first called the Crewkerne Mini Marathon, was an im¬ 
portant event of the Crewkerne Carnival year and has 
consistently been a major fundraiser for the carnival 
and local charities. 

With the demise of the Carnival, Crewkerne Running 
Club decided to carry on with the race which is very 
popular with runners both local and from far afield. 

The race is the same age as the London Marathon, 
which was the inspiration for the first event, known 
as the Crewkerne Mini-Marathon. A local teacher from 
Wadham School, Barry Dodd, enlisted the help and 
sponsorship of Doyelyn Hire Company and set up the 
race. The route was intended to be 10 miles and was 
measured using a car speedometer. Legend has it that 
an Austin A55 belonging to the local Police Sergeant 
at the time was used. Austin speedos being a little on 
the optimistic side subsequent measuring techniques 
showed that the route was nearer nine miles than ten 
and in the interest of tradition it has been kept as the 
Crewkerne Nine ever since. 

In the early years there were no other races of this 
type in the area. This was in fact the beginning of the 
'running boom'which meant that the race was well 
supported with several hundred runners every year. 
On the 10th anniversary, and with the financial sup¬ 
port of local company Cronite, we had a special medal 
struck by the Birmingham Mint. This medal is of coin 
quality and was very highly prized at the time when 
the 10th. Race attracted nearly 1000 runners. As the 
years passed more and more races were held and 
today it is difficult to find a weekend when there are 
not several races in this area alone. This, of course, 
makes it harder and harder to keep the numbers of 
runners up to a respectable level. 

For the first couple of years finishers in the race re¬ 
ceived a certificate to record their achievement.Then 
in 1983 cardboard medals were awarded. Cardboard 
medals were also given out in 1984 and 1985 but they 
became smaller! Crewkerne Running Club took over 
the organisation of the race in 1986 and Cronite spon¬ 


sored the race for many years. From 1986 to 1992 (ex¬ 
cept for 1990, the medal year) finishers received a 
souvenir cloth badge which many regular runners 
stitched onto tracksuit tops making them quite col¬ 
lectable. Then in 1993 it was decided that organisers 
would try and increase the prestige of the event and 
give finishers a Tee shirt to commemorate the event. 
The design of that first CrewkerneTee shirt came sec¬ 
ond in a nationwide race Tee shirt competition organ¬ 
ised by Runners World magazine. 

The race is based around theTown Hall and the cen¬ 
tre of the town is very much taken up by the event for 
the whole morning. The finishing line can generate 
some dramatic moments and a carnival atmosphere 
for both the competitors and the spectators. 

There are lots of prizes and souvenirs for race com¬ 
petitors at Crewkerne, as well as excellent facilities. 
Plenty of parking, secure changing in the Town Hall, 
drinks every 2 miles and at the finish and first aid 
cover provided by the British Red Cross. 

On Sunday, May 22nd, at 10 am, if all goes well, a 
large field of runners will set off from Crewkerne at 
the start of the 31 st Crewkerne Nine race. A few min¬ 
utes later and the junior fun run, fun run and Business 
Challenge will set off on a shorter route. These races 
take in the undulating (polite way of saying 'very hilly') 
lanes to the northwest of Crewkerne passing through 
Hinton St.George and Dinnington before returning to 
Crewkerne. 

The Stokes Partnership of solicitors who have been 
very supportive over the years sponsors the races and 
the proceeds from the event will this year be donated 
to St. Margaret's Hospice. 

This event is also a part of the Somerset Race Series, 
a sort of Grand Prix of road races where athletes can 
accumulate points from their 8 best races to decide 
the series winners at the end of the year.

GEM'S top tips for 
fuel efficiency 

After this week's budgets and the possible impact of the proposed 
fuel duty may have on motorists, road safety and breakdown organisa¬ 
tion GEM Motoring Assist is encouraging drivers to be as fuel efficient 
as possible and has come up with some top tips to make your tank last 
longer. 

David Williams, MBE, CEO of GEM Motoring Assist comments, "We 
have never seen such a significant increase in fuel prices largely due to 
the VAT increase as well as high global oil prices. There are however, 
some steps that the everyday motorist can be taking to be as fuel effi¬ 
cient as possible and ensure they are getting every penny's worth. Many 
of the tips are quite simple, yet many people do not realise just how 
much of an impact they could have." 

1. Get it Checked: 

Modern car engines are complicated pieces of machinery which rely 
on a vast array of electronic components that can easily fail. To ensure 
maximum efficiency from your engine, have your car serviced regularly 
by a recognised garage.The money spent can make you savings in the 
long term. 

2. Tread Carefully': 

Ensure that your tyres are always inflated to the correct pressure.Tyres 
which are under inflated by even a small amount can increase fuel con¬ 
sumption noticeably. 

Check them at least once per month, try to check pressures when the 
tyres are warm after a short drive as'cold'tyres give a false low pressure 
reading. 

3. Lose Weight: 

Never carry unnecessary weight in the car as it will reduce efficiency. 
Golf clubs, push chairs, tool boxes etc can 'weigh down' a car so remove 
them when they are not needed. Also remove roof racks, cycle racks, 
storage boxes etc when they are not being used as they affect the aero¬ 
dynamics of the car. 

4. Hot & Cold: 

Do not waste fuel by warming the car before a journey. However a 
warm engine is more efficient than a cold one so try to carry out all your 
trips in succession so that the engine does not get cold between stops. 

5. Plan Ahead: 

Take a little time to plan your journeys to avoid congestion, to ensure 
you take the best route and that you know exactly where you are going. 
An unplanned detour because you are lost can be a very costly error in 
terms of wasted fuel. Plan you day's trips so that you avoid unnecessary 
duplication of the same journey. 

6. Slow Down: 

By reducing your average speed by just a few MPH can have notice¬ 
able effect on yourfuel consumption and your wallet. Driving at 70 MPH 
uses 9% more fuel than driving at 60 MPH. 

Cruising at 80 MPH (a recent suggestion to raise the motorway limit) 
uses a staggering 25% more fuel than driving at 70 MPH. 

7. Nice and Easy does it: 

Most drivers could save a significant amount of fuel by simply reading 
the road further ahead and slowing earlier for traffic lights and other 
hazards thus avoiding unnecessary acceleration, heavy braking 
and then acceleration while pulling away again. Carrying out these ma¬ 
noeuvres in a steady more controlled way will not add to your journey 
time but will reduce your fuel bill. 

Driving more 'gently' avoiding harsh acceleration and using the gear¬ 
box to gain a higher gear more quickly could possibly be the best fuel 
efficient tip. Where possible change up before reaching 2,500 rpm 
(petrol) 2,000 rpm (diesel). 

If you are in a long hold up and you are stationary for more than a 
couple of minutes switch your engine off to save fuel. Modern cars use 
virtually no extra fuel when they are re-started without pressing the ac¬ 
celerator. 

Most newer cars have an indicator showing fuel consumption, nor¬ 
mally expressed in mpg which is constantly monitoring your driving 
efficiency. Make a greater effort to improve this figure on every journey. 
It can become quite addictive to try and increase the mpg shown. 

8. Keep Your Cool: 

Most newer cars are fitted with air conditioning. If the extra cooling is 
not needed by you or your passengers switch the air conditioning off to 
reduce demand on the engine. However, the system must not be turned 
off for long periods as harmful bacteria can build up and could prove 
costly to repair. Use air conditioning sparingly but ensure it is on for sev¬ 
eral minutes at least every couple of weeks. 

Remember, at higher speeds opening car windows may save the use 
of the air conditioning but it will increase the 'drag' on the car thus out¬ 
weighing the fuel saving. So keep windows and sun roofs closed on 
faster roads. 

9. Exploring for fuel: 

The price of fuel can vary greatly between suppliers. However, if it re¬ 
quires an extra journey to seek out where to save a few pence per litre 
there may not be an overall saving in money. Try to remember where 
the best deals are and fill up when you are passing rather than make a 
separate journey. 

10. A bit drastic: 

If you are able to avoid just one journey each week by walking or cy¬ 
cling the saving of money at the end of the year could be substantial. 

If you are thinking of changing your car consider carefully your true 
needs as it may be possible to swap to a smaller, more fuel efficient 
model. Due to recent regulations in general terms the newer the car the 
more fuel efficient it is likely to be. All new cars have to have clear details 
as to their fuel efficiency.

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Mazda set to challenge as MX-5 GT breaks cover 


• Mazda MX-5 GT entry into 
Britcar MSA British Endurance

M azda is set to challenge Aston Martin, 
Porsche, Lotus, and BMW on the race track 
with its lightweight Mazda MX-5 GT entry in 
the Britcar MSA British Endurance Championship 
2011 . 

Weighing in at just 850kg, the Mazda MX-5 GT race 
car will accelerate from 0-to-60mph in just three sec¬ 
onds and hit a top speed of 160mph. The build of the 
car has been an engineering challenge to get the 
weight as low as possible using Mazda's gram strategy 
as the inspiration. Jota Sport examined every nut and 
bolt to reduce component weight and then match the 
power to the weight to give the lightest and most 
powerful MX-5 ever built. 

An important aspect of the build was to ensure the 
Mazda MX-5 still remains true to its roots: great han¬ 


dling, huge fun-to-drive and the ability to challenge 
bigger more powerful competition, but at an afford¬ 
able cost. The Mazda GT car ticks all those boxes and 
is now set to demonstrate its challenger spirit on the 
track. 

Jota Sport, the race engineering team that will run 
the cars in the 2011 series, took 400 hours to build the 
shell to a specification that ensured it was 17 times 
stronger than required by the FIA. During the devel¬ 
opment they faced a number of engineering chal¬ 
lenges such as suspension adjustments, integrating 
the six speed sequential gearbox, and lowering the 
engine. Weight saving strategies such as, the removal 
of interior components, reducing component weight 
and dipping the shell in acid lost 15kg from the MX-5 
race car. 

The completed MX-5 GT features a modified Mazda 
engine to produce 275bhp, a six speed sequential 
paddle shift gearbox, carbon doors and Polycarbon¬ 
ate windows. On the exterior, the Mazda MX-5 GT 
boasts a Spirited Green metallic body colour - a first 
on the MX-5 for Mazda UK - complimented by Jota 
Sport corporate coloured liveries in orange and grey. 

Mazda is renowned for challenging conventions so 
the motivation to develop a MX-5 GT car comes nat¬ 
urally. It also comes at a time when Mazda has re¬ 
cently celebrated a number of milestones for MX-5 
including its 21 st anniversary and producing 900,000 
MX-5 units globally since its introduction in 1989, with 
over 10 percent of global MX-5 sales from Britain. 
Meanwhile, the Mazda MX-5 continues to hold the 
Guinness World Record as the world's best-selling 


roadster - testament to its continued popularity with 
British open top sports car fans. 

The Britcar MSA British Endurance Championship is 
contested over nine races from March to November 
including a race at the Spa Francorchamps circuit in 
Belgium.The first race is a three hour endurance race 
at Silverstone next weekend, Saturday 26 March 2011, 
starting at 3.00pm. 

This is the fourth time that Mazda has entered Brit¬ 
car and this year the Mazda MX-5 GT car will be driven 
by two Mazda works drivers including experienced 
Mazda racing driver MarkTicehurst, 39 from Hassocks, 
West Sussex and Auto Express journalist and racing 
driver Owen Mildenhall. 

"The MX-5 production race car's modest power out¬ 
put, bullet proof reliability and nimble handling 
demonstrated last year how the MX-5 can be compet¬ 
itive against some of the purpose-built Lotus, VW and 
BMW race cars. With a higher power output com¬ 
bined with the durability, reliability and handling at¬ 
tributes that the MX-5 is renowned for; the MX-5 GT 
race car will be strong contender against the more 
powerful race cars in its class," comments Graeme 
Fudge, PR Director, Mazda UK. 

The Mazda MX-5 GT car, prepared by Tunbridge 
Wells-based Jota Sport features the mandatory FIA 
approved safety equipment including a roll cage, race 
seats and harness, external electric cut-off and fire ex¬ 
tinguisher, safety catches on the bonnet and boot lids, 
competition steering wheel and alloy wheels, while 
the running gear, rear axle, gearbox and engine have 
been modified to enhance performance.

UPLYME came from behind to book a much 
sought after appearance in the Tommy Tabberer 
Cup final at Lyme Regis' Davey Fort.

Youth league wants new sides 


■ YOUTH FOOTBALL: THIS season the Yaskin's 
East Devon Youth League celebrated its 50th an¬ 
niversary having been founded in 1960. 

The league lay dormant for some years but was 
resurrected in 1983 and has been going strong 
ever since. 

It's a Sunday league and structured to run teams 
in all age groups from Under 7s up to Under 17s 
with games played in the mornings or afternoons 
as preferred by the individual clubs. 

The league offers mini-soccer, 9-a-side and 11 vl 1 
depending on age. They have teams from the Ex¬ 
eter, East Devon, Mid Devon, West Dorset and 
South Somerset areas. 

In season 2010/11 Yaskin Sports, who are based 
in Clevedon and stock and distribute a wide range 
of innovative high quality sportswear, approached 
the league with an offer of sponsorship which is 
now in place and will continue next season. Good 
discounts are offered to member clubs. 

Over the past couple of seasons the number of 
teams playing has dropped and this season only 
U10, U11, U12 and U16 leagues are being run. 

Organisers consider that it is important to con¬ 
tinue to provide youth football on a Sunday to 
cater for those clubs who can only play then and 
also to make the best use of the facilities available, 
some of which are under threat of closure due to 
local authority cutbacks. 


It also provides an opportunity for teams with 
large squads to give players who might not be get¬ 
ting a regular game on a Saturday a chance to play. 

To maintain the viability of the league organisers 
have decided to try to attract new teams, or teams 
who aren't currently playing on a Sunday, to join 
them next season. Maybe you might like to resur¬ 
rect a team that has played in the league in the 
past? 

The quality of football in the league is of a good 
standard and the U12 representative team has re¬ 
cently beaten the Plymouth Youth League in the 
inter-league competition in which the league par¬ 
ticipates. Three of the cup finals are played at Ex¬ 
eter's James' Park which is a great thrill for the 
players concerned. 

Unlike some leagues most games in the older 
age groups have officially appointed qualified ref¬ 
erees. 

The league is financially sound, particularly with 
the sponsorship deal, so to attract new entries the 
league has decided to waive the normal annual 
subscription and registration fees for new and ex¬ 
isting teams next season and offer them free mem¬ 
bership.
